The oonferenoa was held in the morning at 
the Fourth street office of the Hauiliug com- 
pany and lasted about an hour. Tliu illness 
ef President Corbin in New York pruvented 
his attendance, but his lieutt>nant of tha rail' 
road company and his collnaguu of the coal 
company, wcru vested with ample authority 
to act for him in the oonsideratiou of the ex- 
isting trouble betwBsn tha ooipoialton aad 
itti employes. 

.\Ia»t«r Workman Irfiwis, It b> iutimat<'d, 
did not apjM'ar strictly in the cuiwicity of a 
representative Knight of Ijilwr or repre^ 
tentative miner, but as an in<livi(lual inter 
CSted in the concerns of the miners. Neither 
of the- representutives of the company, 
Uessrv. Keim and .Vf('I.ie<xl. could mh-ii iti 
regai d to the coufereiice, ullliouj^h tittempts 
Were miide to giiiu Hci e.s.s to them, and th>' 
repruMOuUitivu of the luinors, Mr. iiewis, de- 
i^lined al>solulalj, wbsa sasn, to qiaak on tba

making a total of 1,911 ovens. The action is 
tnken by the company on account of the cou- 
tinued sc^ircity of orders. 

The step is causing considerable talk and 
comment among the cukers, but they all 
seem satisfied, and believe that the com- 
pany's action i*) for the purpose of keeping 
up tho price of coke.

TERRIBLE DISASTER. • 

A Dmnken Caronaal Knda in the neatti of 

S.'veral Human Ilelnira. 

Haei^eton, Pa., Feb. 15. —News has Just 
reached here of a f<'rnble di!<aat«r, the result 
of a drunken carousal, and by which six hu- 
man l)etngB lost their lives, at Bilverbrook, a 
mining vtlla;:e atwiut eight miles from hare, 
Sunday nif,'Mt alxiut 10 o'cKs-k. In one of 
the houses situated a short distanco west of 
town liv<<<l the familice of Ijawreiu-e Mauliok 
and John Delcher, both of whom keep 
boarder!. Sunday they nil came to this 
place to att<>nd the de<lication uf Ht. Peter's 
and St. Paul'!! new Polish Catholic ohurob, 
and before returning home became drunk. 
After arriving liome they indulged freely in 
"polinki,'' whep they they became helplessly 
stupefied, eii-ai.ing in a fierce fight. 

Ac<'ording to the story of one of thi* par- 
ticip.'iuts one of them nami>d .lohn .Seddo up- 
set a lighted lamp, which explcKled and scat 
tere<i the biir.iing oil all over the clothing of 
the imimf<'s. Iti their drunken condition six 
of tlu'in either did not know what to do, or 
were t<Ki drunk to climb out of the window, 
and perished in llie flames. Their names are 
John Ellis, a^ed twenty; John He<ldo, aged 
twenty-five; John Kebinki, aged thirty; 
Michael Val;ovittch, aged thirty; Paul 
Siskowitz. Hgevi thirty, and Mary Maulick, 
aged sixteen. Maulick and his wife and in< 
fant child were also badly burned, and it la 
feared they will disi Bavaral othar titrsow 
who were in tha buUdlag, wara also badljr 
burned.

Tha Aaoouat of tha Traaaarai of the FhMif 
delphia Blks Short Se.OOO. 
PRnjU>KbPillA, Fsb. 1&— The members of 
tba Banevolant ProtaotiTa Order of Elks ara 
azoitod over a statamant that ashortagaof 
about SfitOOO baa baan discovered in the ao- 
counts of their trsasnrer, David B. Hilt, the 
latter is a well known insurance broker oC 
this city, and ainoa 1681 ha has been treaaurar 
of Philadelphia Z^odgs, Na 3. As treasorw 
of the lodge, Hr. was the custodian ot 
charity fund, amoontlng to about ft7,000. 
This fund has baan accumulating for tea 
years and more. It whs Hilt's duty to 
deposit thi.1 money with the Fidelity Insur- 
ance Trust and Safe Deposit company, and 
a rule of the lodge, made it iiu[)ossible for 
him to draw it unless he flrst bad the check 
ladonsd by the president and three trustees. 

It is now stat.'Kl that this monev has never 
been deposit^i. Trustee William Myers 
went t<i the olUce of tho Fidelity company 
yesterday and was informed that Hilt's de- 
posit to the Klk's ac<^)nnt amount* 1 to $1,. 
615.20. Myem at once hunte<l up ( 'harli* 
£. Jones and Dick Hoiiimings, the othor two 
tnistt«es of the lo.igo, and th. y ishiiiil a i-ali 
for a sp»<'ial ineotiiig of the 1 il^c Mr. 
Myers saw Treasurer Hilt and he agreed to
